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On September 13, 1999, our patent attorney had to leave for a 
5 -day meeting outside of our French facility. He asked his 
colleague Bernard Durning to take over finalization of the 
application for filing on September 15, 1999 and to call Jason 
Peter Brown upon his return to discuss the inventorship issue. 
Still on September 13, 1999, Bernard Durning forwarded a first 
preliminary list of inventors to the patent department of our 
research facility in Ann Arbor, from which this application 
was to be forwarded to the USPTO. 

When Jason Peter Brown returned to our Cambridge facility on 
September 14, 1999, he was therefore asked to supply the names 
of the inventors among the scientists who had been involved in 
the project. He provided two names for this application to 
Bernard Durning but this could not be further investigated by 
our patent attorneys prior to filing as a considerable amount 
of drafting remained. 

On September 14 and 15, 1999, our Company experienced sporadic 
failures of its computer systems which delayed the drafting of 
the application even further.

It was only after the application was filed that it was 
realized that a mistake had been made in naming the inventors.
